“We will not meet with representa- 
tives of the United Mine Workers of 
America with whom we have no con- 
tract,” is the answer of the Ohio Coal 
Operators’ Association to Davis’ tele- 
gram. .. . It would not benefit 
the miners who remain unemployed, 
because we have already offered -and 
yet continue to offer them employ- 
ment at the highest wages now pos- 
sible. 


“Our mines are not closed to them 
as individuals and our information 
and belief is that many would return 
to work but for the misleading and 
unwarranted advice of the union of- 
ficials.” 


Out to Smash Union. 


In unmistakable terms the coal op- 
erators of all three districts declare 
that they are out to smash the union, 
bring the open shop into Pennsylvania 
and Ohio to stay, and establish the 
slave conditions and starvation scale 
of the Kentucky, Alabama and West 
Virginia fields. 

In all the strike districts the food 
situation is daily more official. In 
the majority of local unions the dis- 
trict has been unable to increase its 
relief allowance for months, yet every 
week finds more families destitute 
and in need of immediate relief.

Reviews Work at Gene- 
va at Party Congress 


MOSCOW, Dec. 15.—That the capi- 
talist powers took every possible 
measure to prevent the discussion of 
disarmament and elbowed aside the 
proposal for complete and immediate 
disarmament when it was brought be- 
fore the conference by the Soviet 
Union’s delegation was the charge 
made against the Geneva Preparatory 
Disarmament Commission by Maxim 
Litvinoff, Vice Corfmissar of Foreign 
Affairs, at the Fifteenth All Union 
Communist Congress today. 

Litvinoff said that the correspond- 
ence concerning Soviet Union’s par- 
ticipation in the conference em- 
phasized the Soviet Union’s lack of 
confidence in the League of Nations’ 
disarmament activity. Things seen 
and heard at Geneva left this lack of 
confidence unshaken, he said.

~ Near Prison, in 
Fear for Family 


_ Henry Corbishley, leading progres- 
'sive of the Illinois miners who was 
sentenced to prison by the decision of 
the Illinois supreme court which up- 
held the conviction of the lower court 
in the case of Corbishley and three of 
his comrades is preparing to go to 
the penitentiary for from 1 to 14 
years. The men were convicted on 
charges framed against them by their 
enemies in the Ku Klux Klan, which 
th.y fought vigorously, and by reac- 
tionary union officials. 

“T received notice from attorney 
Holly today,” writes Cgrbishley to In- 
ternational Labor Defense, which was 
in charge of the case for the miners, 
“that the court had denied a new hear- 
ing in our case. I suppose we will be 
called in a few days by the sheriff to 
go to prison. I am not surprised or 
shocked by the news as I was fully 
aware of the forces behind the case. 
I wish to personally thank’ the Inter- 
national Labor Defense and all com-

THE INTERBOROUGH INJUNC- 
TION IN THE CLEAREST SENSE

In this connection an interesting 
quéstion may arise. The injunction 
aimed at all members of the A. F. of 
L. would include. not only workers 
in ‘the United States but thousands 
abroad, for instance, many railroad 
workers in Caneda. Without taking 
the question too seriously it may be 
asked: Just what will the Canadian 
government say to this bit of Inter- 
borough presumption, seeking to bind 
Canadian citizens? The affair. might 
even result in international compli- 
cations, perhaps even to war! 


Everybody Enjoined, Including the 
Lawyers. 

Beginning with William Green, in- 
dividually and as president of the 
American Federation of Labor, Wm. 
D. Mahon, individually and as pres- 
fident of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion of Street and Electric Railway 
Employees of America, and naming 
some 40 others, the application goes 
on to ask “for an order enjoining 
and restraining * * * the defendants 
and each of them individually and 
each and every member and officer 
of the organization known as the 
American Federation of Labor, and 
each and every member and officer 
of the association known as_ the 
Amalgamated Association of Street 
and Electric Railway Employees of 
America * * * and each of their 
agents, servants, attorneys, officers, 
confederates and any and all per- 
sons acting in aid of or in concert 
or in combination with them * * *” 

The acts which the injunction 
would forbid are included in twelve 
main divisions. Under the combined 
restrictions of the “yellow dog” con- 
tract, the company union and the in- 
junction—The Unholy Trinity in 
Traction. the workers in this industry 
may find considerable difficulty even 
in breathing. 


Advice Is Prohibited.

The 
fovrth would prevent the holding of 
meetings; the fifth seeks to prevent 
the circulating of notices; handbills, 
ietters or other literature among the 
workers. The sixth would enjoin 
any written or cral discussion of 
wages or other conditions with the 
traction workers. 


Would Enjoin Generations Still

Another provision seeks to enjoin 
all those named from “doing any 
act whatsoever * * * by way of ad- 
vice, persuasion or otherwise to in- 
duce the employees of the plaintiff 
present or future * * * (emphasis 
mine, R. M.) from any act * * * in- 
terfering with the employees of the

And if all these demands are not 
sufficient, the Court is further asked 
“for such other relief as.to the Court 
may seem just and proper in the 
premises * * *”, 


That this injunction if granted and 
observed would have the effect of 
separating friends, relatives and ac- 
quaintances from each other and 
causing them to spy upon and tes- 
tify against each other, has already 
been emphasized.

Unholy ‘Trinity in Traction 
would be to broaden the already 
deeply intrenched espionage system

The 
local at-this mine gets $100 a week 
relief from the district. A few weeks 
ago thirty-seven families were on the 
list. Today winter and the burden of 
workless months has brought the 
number up to \60,. : 
Now the $100 must be divided by 
60 instead of 37, with each family 
brought so much the nearer to starv- 
ation by the difference... The strikers 
are learning some of them mathema- 
tics today with hunger for teacher. 


Miners Determined to Win, 


The miners of the Pennsylvania and 
Ohio bituminous fields have been 
through many hot battles for wage 
scales, and working coriditions; but 
this is the first time in thirty years 
that the union has. been faced by a 
struggle for recognition, and finds its 
very existence at stake.

The preparatory commission so 
far made no disarmament proposal, 
merely considering the question of 
armament rates in different countries. 

“The concluding part of the draft 
contains the British proposal that the 
convention be invalid in wartime and 
that every state have the unlimited 
right to.increase its armaments. This 
they call “sober realism”, in contra- 
distinction to our proposals which are 
regarded as “utopian.” 

“Disarmament made no progress 
there. On the contrary, measures 
were taken to prevent even the dis- 
cussion of disarmament questions. It 
is known that the disarmament ques- 
tion is raised in connection with the 
security problem, and a special secur- 
ity committee must determine the de- 
gree of security of every . state. 
Hence, when the Soviet delegation 
spoke of real disarmament at the 
Preparatory Commission, the latter 
regarded it as sacrilege. 

Sabotage «USSR Draft. 

“The position of the capitalist rep- 
resentatives toward war is truly dif- 
ficult. They could say nothing against 
our complete disarmament proposals. 
The objections made against our pro- 
posals were absolutely ridiculous. 
Some said the draft was too simple, 
others too good, others that such a 
draft could have been thought of be- 
fore and there was no reason there- 
fore for considering it now. Stress 
was also laid on the difficulties of 
controlling states which might after 
effecting disarmament, have recourse 
to new armaments. 

“Attempts to sabotage the draft 
/were unsuccessful owing to the per- 
severance of the Soviet Union dele- 
gates, with the result that the Soviet 
draft will again be considered at the 
next session of the Preparatory Com- 
mission. Doubtless the representa- 
tives of capitalist countries will pur- 
sue the same tactic at the next ses- 
sion and a serious struggle awaits our 
delegates in attaining consideration 
for our proposals and for a change 
in the commission’s working methods. 

“Generally speaking the German 
delegation supported our resolution, 
also insisting on the speedy convoca- 
tion of the Preparatory Commission. 
Finally, however, it gave in on the 
question of the convocation period. 
In the last analysis, between the rep- 
resentatives of all capitalist countries

In spite of the paens of victory that are bellowed forth by 
the enemy press, even the most malicious of them admit that 
fighting is still in progress and that the revolutionaries still hold 
the police station, which is in reality an arsenal, still have re- 
luctantly to confess that the flag of the Soviets, the red banner 
of the revolution, still floats defiantly to the breeze.

Coolidge Contradicts Own Prosperity Talk 


In his message to congress the opening paragraph of which 
was the repetition of the banalities about our “unexampled pros- 
perity,” President Coolidge had occasion to refer to the Mellon 
tax program, wherein he inadvertantly contradicated himself. 


Speaking of tax exemptions Coolidge said they had increased 


" “until 115,000,000 people make but 2,500,000 individual taxable 


returns.” Let us pause here and briefly analyze this statement 
in the light of the much-vaunted prosperity the republican propa- 
gandists claim for the country. All incomes of married heads of 
families under $3,500 are tax exempt; incomes of single persons 


- gre exempt up to $1,500. 


Tie vast majority of the two and a half million who pay 
individual income taxes are capitalists, large or small. According 
to reports of the internal revenue department wage earners who 
pay income taxes are less than 900,000. Included in this category 
are thousands of high salaried executives whose income places 
them economically in the small capitalist category. Of actual 
Wage-workers who pay income taxes there are no precise.figures, 
but it is no exaggeration to state that they must be below the 
half million mark. 


To be sure Coolidge does not even refer to the classifieation 
of individual income-tax payers, but lumps them all together, 
big bankers, merchants, industrialists, professional classes, and 
the well-paid workers who receive wages far above the average. 
Including all these, only one person out of 46 in the United States 
pays income taxes.

So let me 
quote him a few words from his great 
master. “Art thou such a one that 
can escape a yoke?

What is that to Zarathustra! Clear 
shall your eye tell me: free to what?” 
And that is the time when Mencken’s 
eye becomes clouded. The darling and 
idol of the young intelligenzia has no 
message to give them, except that 
they are free to do what they please— 
which they interpret to mean that 
they are to g@& drunk, and read ele- 
gant pornography, and mock at the 
stupidities and blunders of ‘people with 
less expensive educations. Mencken 
has “made his school,” as the French 
say; he has raised up a host of young 
persons as clever as their master, and 
able to write with the same shillelah 
swing. For the present, that is all 
that is required; that is the mood of 
the time, cynicism, ridicule, and con- 
tempt for democratic bungling. But 
some day the time spirit will change; 
America will realize that its problems 
really have to be solved, and that 
will take serious study of exploitation 
and wage-slavery, of co-operation and 
the democratic control of industry— 
matters concerning which Mencken 
is as ignorant as any Babbitt-boob. 


There lies on my desk his new 
book, an onslaught upon democracy. 
In the fly leaf he has written: “Up- 
ton Sinclair, to make hint yell!” And 
perhaps this is yelling—judge for 
yourself. My friend Mencken has 
made the discovery that the masses 
of the people are inferior to himself: 
but that political fact was known to 
every French marquis of the ancient 
regime.
